1. (a) These regulations may be called the Oil and 

Natural Gas Commission, Transaction of Busi- 
ness) Regulations, 1965. 

(b) They shall come into force with effect from 5th 
August 1965. 

Definition r 

2. In these regulations, unless context otherwise 
requires : — 

(a) “Act” means the Oil & Natural Gas Commis- 
sion Act, 1959. 

(b) “Commission” means the Oil and Natural Gas 
Commission established under the Act. 

(c) “Government” means the Central Government. 

(d) "Secretary” means the Secretary to the Com- 
mission for the time being. 

(c) “Chairman” means the Chairman of the Com- 
mission for the time being. 

(f) “Member" means a Member of the Commis- 
sion duly appointed by the Government for 
the time being. 

(g) “Committee” means a Standing Committee or 
any other Committee of the Commission. 

Procedure to be followed at the Meeting of the Commis- 
sion 

3. (a) The Commission shall ordinarily meet once in 

every two months either at Dehra Dun or at 
Delhi. 

(b) The time, place and date of the meeting shall 
be notified by the Secretary with the prior 
approval of the Chairman. 

(c) In the absence of the Chairman any Member 
chosen by the Members from amongst them- 
selves shall preside at a meeting of the Com- 
mission. 

(d) The quorum to constitute a meeting of the 
Commission shall be one-third of the total 
number of members of the Commission for 
the time being or two such members which- 
ever is higher. 

Agenda and Notes 

4. (a) The Agenda and Notes for every meeting shall 

be prepared by the Secretary in consultation 
with the Chairman and in the manner prescrib- 
ed by the Commission from time to time, 

(b) The Agenda and Notes for every meeting shall 
ordinarily be circulated to the Chairman and 
Members at least 7 days before the date of the 
meeting. 

(c) Any item which is not included in the Agenda 
already circulated shall not be taken up for 
consideration at a Meeting of the Commission. 
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Provided that a matter requiring urgent 
attention may be taken up at the meeting with 
the approval of the Chairman. 

Minutes 

5. (1) The Commission shall cause Minutes to be 
duly entered in a book provided for the pur- 
poses : — 

(a) of the names of the Members present at 
each meeting of the Commission and of 
any Committee of the Commission and in 
the case of each resolution passed by the 
Meeting, the names of Members, if any, 
dissenting from or not concurring in the 
resolution; 

(b) of all orders made by the Commission and 
Committees of the Commission; and 

(c) of all resolutions of the Commission and 
of Meetings of the Committees of the 
Commission : 

Provided that the Minutes of each Meet- 
ing shall contain a fair and correct sum- 
mary of the proceedings thereat. 

t2) The books containing Minutes of Proceedings 
of the Meeting as mentioned above shall be kept 
at the Head Office of the Commission. 

(3) The draft minutes of the Meeting of the Com- 
mission shall ordinarily be prepared by the 
Secretary within a day of the Meeting of the 
Commission and circulated to the Chairman 
and the Members. The comments of the Mem- 
bers, if any, shall be communicated to the 
Secretary within three days of the receipt of 
the Minutes. In the event of disagreement 
amongst the Members in regard to any matter 
recorded in the Draft Minutes, the decision of 
the Chairman shall be final. Thereafter the 
confirmed minutes shall be recorded in the 
Minute Book in accordance with the provisions 
of these Regulations.
